Genervnl Grant nnd the Washington Poli-
ticinn.,

Waspixaron, Nov, 10.—L'his alternoon n com’
mintee, consianpg of delega es 1rom tue Saldlers
snd Seilors’ Republican Commives, olicers of
the Buys in Blue, tie Preswient of tue Ceniral
Grout Ciab, the Mayor of Wa:hiugton, saod
aldermen snd ocltizens, cslled upon Geucral
Grant by appointment.  The obiect o1 the visit
is etuted io the jollowing addresa of the
Mayor:—

*venern]l Grant—In behall of the citizens
and the Hepublican organizations of Lhis ey,
we bave cal'ed 1o tender vur bearly congritu-
anons on the result of the recent ele¢ o, aud
to muke known 10 you tiieir wi hes toat tiey
be permitted to attest their teelings of hupo-
ness snd joy by & proper public demonstrat.on,
cocoming you as the President elect o the
capitel of the nation, As they wero deprived of
that plensure on your arrival here by & sort of
